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Overview will provide key 
information for the future

A MASSIVE overview has 
been drawn up providing 
the most detailed look at 
Weymouth and Portland 
since the Domesday Book 
of 1086. 

Key information profiles- 
which went on the council 
website today — cover all 
15 wards and the council 
plans to use them to make 
improvements across the 
borough. 

A major focus point is 
crime which reveals that 


per 1,000 population Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland has 
greater levels of violence, 
burglary, theft, criminal 
damage, sex and drugs of¬ 
fences than average figures 
for Dorset or England and 
Wales but lower levels for 
robbery, vehicle crime, 
fraud and forgery. 

The most violent place is 
Melcombe Regis with 561 
violent crimes per 1,000 


population fore the year to 
March 2010, but police say 
this figure is fuelled by the 
huge influx of holidaymak¬ 
ers. 

Portland’s Tophill West 
ward was the second most 
violent place with 77 such 
incidents. 

Crime, decent affordable 
housing and cutting traffic 
congestion topped people’s 
priorities, said the 
overview. 

Elsewhere profiles re¬ 
vealed that one in 20 resi¬ 
dents claim disability 
benefits, that birth rates are 
slightly below the national 
average and that death rates 
are nearly a third higher - 
12 per 1,000 people against 


9.4 nationally. 

Wages average £20,897 
which is £2,000 below the 
Dorset average and more 
than £6,000 below the na¬ 
tional average. 

Profiles revealed that Lit- 
tlemoor, Melcombe Regis, 
Westham East and Under¬ 
hill are all in the top 20 per 
cent most deprived nation¬ 
ally but also that Preston 
and parts of Radipole, Wey 
Valley and Wyke Regis are 
in the top 20 per cent least 
deprived nationally. 

Weymouth and Portland’s 
65,000 population grew 2.7 
per cent from 1998-2008, 
“significantly” lower than 
Dorset’s 6.2 per cent rise or 
the national 5.3 per cent 
while 21.9 per cent of the 
borough fell in the 20-39 


years age range, much 
lower than the 27 per cent 
national average. 

At least one in 50 Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland resi¬ 
dents is gay, lesbian, 
bisexual or of “another sex¬ 
ual orientation” and figures 
may be “significantly 
higher than that”, said the 
overview. 

Teenage 2004-2006 preg¬ 
nancies were slightly above 
the national average - 45.9 
per 1,000 females aged 15- 
17 years against 42 nation¬ 
ally - but there were wildly 
different figures for various 
wards with Melcombe 
Regis, Underhill and Little- 
moor all well up yet West- 
ham East, Preston and Wey 
Valley recording none. 

Profile information, 


which comes from bor¬ 
ough, census, police, 
county and government 
records, also showed that a 
third of people felt their 
area had a problem with 
drug dealers, drunks or 
rowdiness. 

Management committee 
chairman Councillor Mike 
Goodman said: “The pro¬ 
files provide a fundamental 
guide to which ward we 
need to take action on for 
what aspect of concern. 

“We can then drill down 
and find out why these 
problems exist where they 
do by identifying clusters 
of people with specific 
needs so we can solve those 
problems.” 

Economic development 
spokesman Councillor 
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Geoff Petherick said: 
“These profiles will be in¬ 
valuable to the council be¬ 
cause it puts all different 
aspects of the borough in 
one accessible place.” 

The overview did have a 
lighter side when it re¬ 
vealed that women looking 


for love face a tough task 
because they outnumber 
men in 11 out of 15 wards. 

Only at Underhill and 
Tophill East on Portland is 
their task easier because 
these wards have roughly 
five men for every four 
women! 
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MOBILE Foot Health Practitioner Jo Love has re¬ 
cently made a move into the world of foot care 
after years spent satisfying her green fingers in 
gardens and nurseries. 

Jo lives in Beaminster with her three children 
Mo, 14 Toby, 10, and Hazel four and their dog 
Chewie. 

Although she misses gardening Jo made the 
move into foot care, with her business "Jo Loves' 
feet", to give her more energy and time for her 
children. 

Jo is coming up to her 10th year in Dorset hav¬ 
ing spent time in Sussex, Brighton and Norfolk. 

In the future she hopes to move into reflexology 
and open her own clinic in Beaminster. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Beaminster? 

It’s a beautiful place. I love the environment but most of 
all I like the community spirit. The people are absolutely 
brilliant. This evening I’m going off to do more training 
to be an assistant at the community pool. I have over¬ 
come my fear of water and now I’m doing that. I did the 
adult swimming lessons there last year because I lost my 
nerve after I nearly drowned as a child. Judith took me 
under her wing and chucked me in the deep end and she 
has worked really well with me. It’s changed the way 
I’ve looked at swimming completely. 
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■ WHAT would you like to change? 

I’d like to see more variety in the shops. I’d like that part 
of Beaminster to be more successful. I like what’s here 
but I’d like to see more of it. 

■ Why did you make the transition from flowers to 
feet? 

I like getting other people to feel better about themselves 
foot wise. I can walk away feeling happier that they feel 
better with a feeling that I’ve done something that puts 
back into the community. 

■ ARE there any parallels between plants and feet? 

Gardening is a relaxation thing, and if you touch some¬ 
body’s feet they just zone out. There is more control on 
people’s feet than there is on gardens. 

■ HAVE you always been interested in feet? 

I’ve never found them repulsive. We all have them and 
you’ve got to look after them because you really notice 
when you hurt your foot, as soon as you stub your toe or 
tread on something. If you give someone a foot massage 



then they feel so much better, I like a good foot massage 
and even my kids give me a massage, it makes me a com¬ 
pletely different person. 


■ HOW important is foot care? 

Extremely important, if you look after you feet then you 
can get about, if you don’t then you end up isolated. Reg¬ 
ular foot care is preventative, if you want to run on the 
beach or go out hill walking then you rely on them so 
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much but you just don’t think about it. It’s like your 
hands, if you hurt your hand you can’t write, if you break 
your foot then you’re there for months recovering. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I want to open a clinic, probably in Beaminster so people 
can come to me. I do see myself as having a good regular 
client base and being well known in the area for what I 
do. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I would like to do more design work and I would like to 
have my own tattoo studio, that or something like archi¬ 
tecture. I was involved with a self build project in 
Brighton, designing eco friendly housing. I had loads of 
fun doing that but it’s not something you can do without 
oodles of money and permission. 


■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

Ronnie Barker for definite, he was a fabulously brilliantly 
funny man, I just think he was the bee’s knees. Steve Mc¬ 
Queen, I would love to play a game of chess with him 
like in the Thomas Crown Affair. Marilyn Monroe, I’d 
love to know what her life was like. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

I read a book on the Tudor times, a murder mystery called 
Revelation by C.J.Samson. Music wise I love Muse and 
Kasabian, that genre of music. I watched the Untouch¬ 
ables recently, a film about gangsters from the 1950s with 
Sean Connery in it.

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Pushed from car 

TWO men who helped a woman after she was al¬ 
legedly attacked are being urged to come forward 
by police. 

Officers said the incident at 3.15pm on May 14 th al¬ 
legedly involved the woman being pushed out of a 
moving green Vauxhall Cavalier car by the driver in 
Lynch Lane, Weymouth. 

The 35-year-old victim from Weymouth fell into 
the road bruising her elbow. 

PC Hayley Roach, of Weymouth Police, said: "This 
was a shocking incident which could have resulted 
in the victim sustaining far more serious injuries. 

"I understand that two men, who were driving a 
Kitchen Direct van, came to the victim's aid. 

"I'd encourage these men to contact me as soon 
as possible as they may have important information 
that will help with my investigation. 

"I believe a group of schoolchildren were also 
nearby when the incident took place and I am keen 
to hear from them or anyone else who witnessed 
the incident." 

A 29-year-old man from Weymouth was arrested 
in connection with the assault and bailed following 
further police enquiries.

Fatal dive 

A DIVER has collapsed and died after exploring a 
wreck off Portland. 

Attempts were made to revive the 41-year-old 
when he became unconscious after he resurfaced 
feeling short of breath after diving on the Belgian 
cargo and passenger steamer Alex van Opstal which 
was sunk by a mine at the start of World War II. 

A Portland Coastguard helicopter flew him to 
Dorset County Hospital, Dorchester, where police 
said he was pronounced dead. 
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Quayside festival celebration could replace trawler race 


A DYNAMIC quayside festival could 
take the place of Weymouth’s old trawler 
race event. 

Businesses and residents from the 
quayside area of town got together to dis¬ 
cuss the idea for a 2011 event at an open 
meeting in the Ship Inn. 

It was called by Kings Arms co-owner 
Robin Maddex and Rendezvous general 
manager Keith Treggiden who said the 
aim was to replace trawler race with an 
improved festival event. 

Mr Maddex said: “Our aim is to create 
a fun and informative family event 


around the harbour-quayside for every¬ 
one to enjoy.” 

The meeting was told that one of the 
aims - supported by police - was to get 
away from the drunkenness which 
marred the trawler race event. 

Mr Maddex said: “Weymouth Harbour 
and quayside is one of the most beautiful 
traditional working harbours in the coun¬ 
try. 

“We want an event to celebrate this and 
create an opportunity for everyone to 
enjoy it.” 

The meeting was told that one of the 


suggestions was to showcase the heritage 
of the harbour, trawlers, how they oper¬ 
ated and how fishing is approached. 

Weymouth and Portland Chamber of 
Commerce, Industry and Tourism presi¬ 
dent Nigel Reed said: “We need to have 
the festival focused on what it wants to 
do.” 

The meeting then agreed that a celebra¬ 
tion of the harbour was a good approach 
and could bring in elements of heritage 
and tradition. 

This could perhaps include sections on 
Tall Ships, how boats were loaded in 


olden times, guided tours, historic divers, 
charity stalls and pirate events with a 
possible approach to schools for them to 
come up with an event name. 

Talks closed by planning a main discus¬ 
sion meeting on June 16th at 7pm in the 
Ship Inn to debate an event structure and 
committee membership to which quay¬ 
side residents and businesses are invited. 

Mr Treggiden said: “It was a very 
promising start with a lot of interest. 

“We now hope the formation meeting 
on June 16 will lay the foundation for a 
great new event for Weymouth.” 


Traffic scheme package on show

HUNDREDS of people 
have viewed an exhibition 
into a new £16 million 
transport package for Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Some residents voiced 
concerns but the general 
response backed trying to 
tackle Weymouth’s ap¬ 
palling traffic congestion. 

The scheme aims to im¬ 
prove the flow of traffic 
through Weymouth by 
making five key junctions 
more efficient. 

Intelligent traffic signals 
which can “talk” to each 
other will take over gov¬ 
erning traffic flows at cur¬ 
rent roundabout points 
such as the Esplanade, 
King Street, Westham, the 
Harbour and Boot Hill. 

Major changes with the 
scheme - which should be 
completed by July 2011 - 
include no left turn from 
Queen Street into King 
Street and no left turn from 
King Street into Queen 
Street. 


There will also be no 
right turn from King Street 
on to the Esplanade, no 
right turn from Wyke 
Road into Rodwell 
Roadand no left turn from 
Rodwell Road into Wyke 
Road while articulated ve¬ 
hicles will be banned on 
Chickerell Road and 
Wyke Road. 

Dorset County Council 


recognizes that their 
scheme, which includes 
improved bus links, real 
time passenger informa¬ 
tion boards and improved 
bus shelters, will cause 
“considerable disruption”. 

Among those that dis¬ 
ruption is likely to affect 
are Kevin and Beverly 
(correct) Miles from Pre¬ 
ston who attended the ex¬ 


hibition to express their 
concerns about increased 
difficulties leaving Wey¬ 
mouth railway station to 
return home. 

Mr Miles said: “The ex¬ 
hibition team advised us to 
use Weymouth Way, join 
the new relief road and get 
back into Preston that way. 
We like most of the 
scheme but we are worried 
about this aspect of it.” 

Other expressed con¬ 
cerns were that a computer 
controlled traffic system 
would only be as good as 
the computer. 

County council 

spokesman Chris Mercer 
said: “We have had over¬ 
whelming support from 
visitors to the exhibition 
who have urged us to go 
ahead and deal with Wey¬ 
mouth’s traffic problems. 
However, some individu¬ 
als have concerns about 
specific details and remain 
unconvinced. 

“Our view is that this is 
a once in a lifetime oppor¬ 


tunity to improve Wey¬ 
mouth town centre traffic 
flows and ease conges¬ 
tion.” 

The timescale will see 
work start in June at the 
Westham and Harbour 


roundabouts, at Boot Hill 
from mid-August and at 
the vital King Street 
roundabouts from Decem¬ 
ber 2010-January 2011. 
The scheme is due to be 
completed in July 2011.

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JURASSIC COAST DVD 
WINS NATIONAL AWARD 


AN educational DVD teaching 
children across the UK about 
coastal erosion on the Jurassic 
Coast has won a national award. 

The two-disc resource, Coastal 
Conflicts, received the Silver Cita¬ 
tion at this year’s national Geo¬ 
graphical Association Publishers’ 
Awards. 

The DVD was jointly created by 
David Weatherly, geography ad¬ 
viser at the Devon Learning and 
Development Partnership, and An- 
jana Ford, education co-ordinator 
of the Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Site based at Dorset County 
Council, and published by the 
Devon Learning and Development 
Partnership. 

The DVD gives children a vari¬ 
ety of case studies from the Dorset 
and East Devon coast and invites 
them to take part in a decision¬ 
making exercise to create a sus¬ 
tainable management plan for part 
of the World Heritage Site. 

It introduces children across the 
country to part of the British coast 
that represents many of the issues 
found all around our shores. The 
discs also include up-to-date and 
easy to understand background in¬ 
formation for teachers and ideas 
for planning within the primary 
curriculum. 

In presenting the award, the Ge¬ 


ography Association said: 
“Coastal Conflicts has been given 
this award for its high quality con¬ 
tent, flexibility, relevance and ease 
of use. 

“The clear video and computer 
graphics encourage children to 
think about how conservationists, 
home-owners and engineers have 
to find sustainable solutions to the 
effects of coastal erosion. It is a 
rare example of high quality geo¬ 
graphical software designed for 
use in primary schools which in¬ 
volves pupils in real and relevant 
geographical enquiry.” 

On receiving the award, David 
Weatherly said: “This resource 
quickly engages children in very 
real issues of how our coastal en¬ 
vironment is changing and what 
difficult decisions may need to be 
made. 

“Through meeting real people in 
real places in the film, children re¬ 
late on a personal level with 
coastal communities and appreci¬ 
ate how conflicts can arise. Above 
all, children come to appreciate 
that decisions regarding the envi¬ 
ronment are rarely simple and al¬ 
ways involve costs and benefits for 
those directly involved.” 

Co-creator Anjana Ford added: 
“The Jurassic Coast is the only nat¬ 
ural World Heritage Site in Eng¬ 


land and Wales and this resource is 
an excellent way for children to 
understand why UNESCO has 
given it such an important designa¬ 
tion. 

“The DVD also helps children to 
see what sustainable development 
really means when it comes to 
making decisions about how we 
would like our environment to be 
in the future.” 

Coastal Conflicts is one of a 
range of cross-curricular resources 
produced by the Devon Learning 
and Development Partnership and 
used by schools across the UK. It 
was part-funded by the Jurassic 
Coast Trust and proceeds from the 
sale of the DVD will go back to 
support further educational proj¬ 
ects on the Jurassic Coast. 

James Weld, chairman of the 
Jurassic Coast Trust, said: “We are 
delighted that the Jurassic Coast 
Trust is able to assist in providing 
such valuable learning resources 
helping to introduce children to the 
wonders of the Earth’s history”.

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■ HOW the new school will look 

Exhibition details of 
Portland's new school 


RESIDENTS have been given a first 
look at plans and a model of a new 
£8.58 million school for Portland. 

An exhibition on the proposed 315- 
place Chesil Cove Federation Pri¬ 
mary School was held at Shaftesbury 
Hall off Victoria Square, Portland. 

The new school on land near Castle 
Road will replace the existing Un¬ 
derhill Junior School, Brankenbury 
Infant School and Nursery. 

Visitors could not only view artist’s 
impressions of the school but see ex¬ 
amples of proposed building materi¬ 
als. 

County senior architect Ian Cardy, 
who designed the school, said more

than 100 people had viewed the ex¬ 
hibition. He added: “Opinions were 
very supportive. We were asked a lot 
of questions, particularly about the 
timescale. 

“This will see work start in spring 
2011 and complete with children 
being taught early in 2013.” 

The exhibition was particularly 
pleasing for local historian Stuart 
Morris who said: “I proposed this 
school as far back as 2001 when it 
was initially rejected, so I am very 
pleased to see it here now. 

“It is such a logical step because it 


will be a first class school with play¬ 
ing fields which will be infinitely 
better than the old oil tanks which 
used to be on the site.” 

He said it was “the best thing over¬ 
all” but he stressed that land cur¬ 
rently occupied by the two schools 
and nursery had to be properly rede¬ 
veloped. 

He added: “The last thing we need 
is another housing estate. 

“I hope the new school will be the 
first step in the redevelopment of 
Victoria Square and it will be an em¬ 
barrassment if it is not redeveloped 
in time for the Olympic sailing 
events in 2012.”

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Fun day of events carries a serious message

BELLS from Portland tolled across the world on Satur¬ 
day as International Biodiversity Day raised awareness 
of the global extinction crisis. 

Bells cast on Portland were tolled in Kenya and the 
USA, while masons with the Mass Extinction Memo¬ 
rial Observatory (MEMO) project made a start shap¬ 
ing the mould of the"Hooke Bell", named in honour 
of natural philosopher Robert Hooke. 

The bell, set to measure 10 feet in diameter, will be 
the centrepiece of the MEMO monument and will be 
rung every time a species is lost. 

The monument will stand on the cliffs of Portland 
overlooking the London 2012 sailing events and will 
bean ongoing memorial, which will bear the carved 
images of all the species being lost. 

MEMO marked International Biodiversity Day on 
Saturday with events at the Royal Manor Arts Col¬ 
lege on Portland. 

As well as free carving activities all day, there was 
a "Race Against Extinction"fun-run, magic from Paul 
Hyland, a talk from MEMO's principal advisor, the 
Eden project's Tim Smit and live music from Pavlov. 

The event came at the end of a three-week resi¬ 
dency at Royal Manor School where carvings of both 
an extinct and an endangered species were made - 
the Great Auk which used to nest on Portland and 
the Mountain Bongo whose natural range on the 
slopes of Mount Kenya is very close to Royal Manor's 
twin school, Kianjagi High. 

Playing a big part in the day were staff and stu¬ 
dents from Weymouth College who helped organise 
the events, provided masons, helped with the web¬ 
site, organised the fun run and made a film of the 
day.

Each shelter has a large 
scale piece of artwork on 
the hoardings facing the 
road including images of 
local landmarks, Durdle 
Door and fireworks, all 
produced by Weymouth 
College students from dif¬ 
ferent courses. 

On the seaward side of 
the shelters the Inside Out 
Gallery exhibition contains 
work produced by children 
from local schools such as 
Westfield, The Compass,

The event will run from 10.30am until 3.30pm on 
the first floor balcony and 10 per cent of all proceeds 
will go to charity. 


A FFAG known to have been flown by Dorset men 
fighting at the Battle of Agincourt in 1415 has been 
revived by the Society of Dorset Men. 

The first flying for at least 85 years came as three 
senior members of the society ran the distinctive red 
and white flag up the flagpole at the Nothe Fort as part 
of a lunch and re-enactment event that brought 110 
members and their wives to Weymouth. 

Committee men Trevor Vacher-Dean, Shaun Cregan 
and the Reverend Dr John Travell helped to hoist the 
flag, accompanied by Nothe Fort chairman Helen Ret- 
tie. 

Members applauded loudly as the flag was unfurled 
at the masthead and the fort’s gun troop saluted. 

Raising the Society of Dorset Men flag was the cul¬ 
mination of many years’ research by Weymouth man 
Mr Vacher-Dean, a sometime policeman, journalist 
and latterly landlord of Weymouth’s Boot Inn. 

He was delighted and said: “We have a description 
of the Dorset flag at Agincourt from contemporary 
records and we know the flag was used by the society 
in the early years of the 20th century. It’s wonderful 
that after many decades, we have our flag again.”

Society of Dorset Men spokesman Michel Hooper- 
Immins said: “We are satisfied the flag that has been 
produced mirrors that used in Dorset in the 1920s and 
it will fly proudly wherever the society has an event or 
function in the future.” 

The 1914 Dorset Year Book provides one of the few 
photographs (pictured) of one version of the flag on a 


boat in Sydney Harbour during an event organised by 
Australian members the previous year. 

The flag contains the Society’s motto “Who’s 
a’feard,” coined by Thomas Hardy OM in 1905, a year 
after the Society of Dorset Men was founded. The motto 
was later adopted by Dorset County Council, with the 
permission of the society.

ADVENTURE-seeking Portland sea 
cadets will soon take to the water 
with new boats, equipment and train¬ 
ing thanks to a generous donation 
from Portland Harbour Authority. 

The port is giving £4,250 to buy 
two boats — a state of the art pulling 
boat and a safety RIB and trailer - 
plus a five-year £2,500 annual bur¬ 
sary for cadet maritime training. 

Founded in 1956, the Portland Sea 
Cadets is a charitable youth organi¬ 
sation based at Westcliff, Portland, 
which relies on the valiant efforts of 
officers and cadets to meet running 
costs. 

Now the authority’s donation will 
provide them with the vessels, safety 
equipment and training to access 
local harbour and coastal waters on 


a regular basis throughout the year. 

Over the next five years the mar¬ 
itime bursary training scheme will 
send 50 cadets for nautical training 
and experience, enabling aspiring 
young sailors to gain nationally 
recognised qualifications. Part of the 
donated funds will also provide es¬ 
sential equipment for cadets to par¬ 
ticipate in the Duke of Edinburgh’s 
land-based award scheme. 

The authority made its donation be¬ 
cause chief executive Steve Davies 
said it was keen to support local or¬ 
ganisations that support the develop¬ 
ment of young people 

He added: “Portland Sea Cadets 
provide the next generation with 
their first understanding of skilled 
seamanship, yet often they are re¬ 


stricted by existing equipment and 
available funds for training. 

“The port is keen to nurture the or¬ 
ganisation and support their long¬ 
term goals - helping young cadets 
learn valuable nautical and land- 
based s ki lls.’ 

Portland Sea Cadets chairwoman 
Mrs Janet Philipps was delighted at 
the donation and said: “This has been 
a wonderful surprise. Not only will 
we have the boats for the cadets to 
use all year round and land based 
equipment for DoE expeditions, but 
each year 10 of our most hard-work¬ 
ing youngsters will be able to de¬ 
velop their training and gain 
nationally recognised marine quali¬ 
fications. 


Hurt in explosion 

A TEENAGER was flown to hospital for specialist 
treatment after an explosion in Weymouth caused 
him serious injuries. 

Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance was scram¬ 
bled from north Somerset to help the boy after a 
suspected gas cylinder explosion in the Littlemoor, 
area of the town. 

The victim was flown to hospital in Exeter for spe¬ 
cialist care with massive trauma to the lower leg and 
injuries to his hand. 

The drama was increased when the air ambulance 
crew, who flew in from Weston-super-Mare Hospital 
answering the emergency call, had to stop en route 
to Exeter for fuel. 

Air ambulance clinical support officer Paul Owen 
said: "Because of the nature of the injuries, it was de¬ 
cided to fly him to the Royal Devon and Exeter Hos¬ 
pital, where specialist care was available. 

"Because of the length of the journey, the helicop¬ 
ter had to refuel on-route to ensure the patient 
reached Exeter." 

Sea Life park break-in 

BURGLARS caused thousands of pounds worth of 
damage when they raided Weymouth Sea Life Cen¬ 
tre. 

Fence panels and buildings were damaged, a 
money-counting machine was vandalised and a 
laptop stolen. 

Two arcade-style "grab" machines were also van¬ 
dalised and cash boxes forced open. 

Part of the park had to be shut for a day for police 
investigations to take place. 

PC John Watson, of Weymouth Police said: "The 
people involved have caused a lot of damage to the 
park which is expected to cost thousands of pounds 
to repair as well as stealing items of value."

CYCLISTS have never had it bet¬ 
ter with a host of new routes 
planned all over Weymouth and 
Portland. 

But with increased facilities and 
access comes a greater focus on re¬ 
sponsible riding. 

All too often drivers are the ones 
at fault, going too close to cyclists 
and cramping them for space 
which threatens their safety.

Cars should allow space when 
overtaking a cyclist but they can’t 
get by when careless cyclists 
choose to ride two abreast and the 
incident in question actually had 
three young men riding side by 
side. 

They just didn’t care and the out¬ 
side rider even found time to 
thread his machine in and out of 
the white lines making it impossi¬ 
ble for drivers in the queue behind

I should stress that this was an 
isolated incident but, if we are to 
get many more miles of cycle 
route, it is logical to assume that 
Weymouth and Portland is likely to 
attract and support more cyclists to 
take to the roads. 

So encouraging proper road be¬ 
haviour benefits all in the long run.

Although retirement looms Douglas 
will continue to support his town 


THIS week we conclude our profile of DOUGLAS BEAZER. 
After spending 24-years in the army, Douglas returned to his home 
town of Beaminster where he vowed to give something back to the 
community. He talks to STUART BROOM about life in "civvy street". 


H AVING at¬ 

tended several 
resettlement 
courses prior to dis¬ 
charge from the army 
in May 1988, Douglas 
decided he wanted to 
be his own boss, and 
set up his own painting, 
decorating and mainte¬ 
nance business. 

He had purchased a 
house in Fleet Street, 
Beaminster and was 
soon enjoying life in 
the town that gave him 
so many fond memo¬ 
ries. 

At the first opportu¬ 
nity, he contested, and 
won, a place on the 
town council in 1989. 

Following his intro¬ 
duction into Freema¬ 
sonry, whilst in the 
army, he had joined the 
Beaminster Manor 
Lodge just prior to his 
return. 

He also enjoyed a 
drink in his local the 
Greyhound, where he 
had found it amusing 
when on leave from the 
army to hear local 
Freemasons talking, 
but they did not realise 
he knew what they 
were talking about. 

Douglas doesn’t hide 
the fact that he is a 


Freemason. 

He said: “People be¬ 
lieve it to be a secret so¬ 
ciety, but it is far from 
that, and we do a lot of 
good work for charities 
and other organisations.” 

Chairman in 1993 and 
2000, and secretary for 
five years until 2009, he 
describes the organisa¬ 
tions not as a secret soci¬ 
ety but “a society with 
secrets”. 

It was also the Grey¬ 
hound where Douglas 
found romance, for the 
landlady was none other 
than Lynda, the daughter 
of the couple who ran the 
White House pub in 
Gillingham in Kent 
which he used to fre¬ 
quent when stationed 
there some ten years ear¬ 
lier. 

“I guess we must have 
seen each other then 
without realising that 
later in life we would 
meet again and marry,” 
said Douglas. 

After Lynda had parted 
from her first husband 
they got friendly, but it 


was a children’s sports 
day in 1990 that love 
blossomed. 

“Brian Page asked me 
to help with the an¬ 
nouncements as they 
were short,” he said. 

“Lynda was there with 
her daughter Dawn, and I 
suggested over the PA 
that she might like to take 
part in the sack race, and 
later invite me for a cup 
of tea! Our friendship de¬ 
veloped from there, and 
after I had sought and re¬ 
ceived approval from 
Dawn, I proposed to 
Lynda and we were mar¬ 
ried on August 31st, 
1991.” 

Unfortunately work was 
not going so well. The re¬ 
cession was biting hard, 
and Douglas was forced 
to wind up his business 
and seek work elsewhere. 
He worked for a Bridport 
plumber for a short while 
before being made redun¬ 
dant and out of work for 
seven months. 

However, help was 
around the corner in the 
shape of Geoff Pattemore 


who gave him a job driv¬ 
ing his HGV’s around the 
countryside collecting 
milk. 

He said: “We are very 
grateful to Geoff. I was 
desperate as it looked 
like I would have to sell 
our home, and he came 
up with a job just when I 
needed it.” 

Having been an active 
member of the Royal 
British Legion, Douglas 
joined the local branch 
where he became parade 
marshal, a job he held for 
15 years until he gave up 
four-years-ago. 

One of the things Dou¬ 
glas initiated in the job 
was to ensure that the 
younger association’s, 
such as the cubs, scouts, 
brownies and guides, had 
seats in church. 

“I noticed that because 
the youngsters are at the 
back of the parade, there 
were no seats left when 
they got into church, and 
I made sure thereafter 
that some were allo¬ 
cated,” said Douglas. “It 
is important that the 
young people are in¬ 
volved; they are an inte¬ 
gral part of the event.” 

He also held the post of 
treasurer for ten years. 

After three years with 
Pattemore’s, Douglas 
spent another three with 
local plumber Newman’s 
before joining Yeovil 
College as a Technical 
Support Engineer in 
1997, a post he still 
holds. He is now in his 
second four-year term as 
a governor at the college 
having been elected in 
2004. 

Having been interested 
in model railways as a 
child, Douglas put it to 
one side whilst in the 
army, but on his return to 
Beaminster became in¬ 
volved with the Bridport 
& District Model Rail¬ 
way Club. He has held 
several offices over the 
years including ten years 
as chairman, and is the 
current press officer. 

He said: “We meet on a 
regular basis, and I really 
enjoy meeting like- 
minded people and chat¬ 
ting with them.” 

At 62-years-old Dou¬ 
glas is looking towards 
retirement, and last year 
retired from another or¬ 
ganisation that has bene- 
fitted from his 



enthusiasm and expert¬ 
ise, the Melplash Show. 

“I became involved 
around 1984 when Jim 
Bingham asked me to 
give him a hand with the 
show layout,” he said. “I 
took over responsibility 
for the roadside signage 
when he retired and did 
that for 15-years. Then, 
with the onset of health 
and safety, I became the 
show’s safety officer, 
which I did for ten years 
before retiring last year.” 

Douglas was honoured 
at last year’s show with 
the award of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Cup for his 25- 
years service. 

However, it is dedica¬ 
tion to Beaminster Town 
Council that he is proba¬ 
bly best known, some¬ 
thing which he intends to 
continue if elected. 

Once again he has held 
all the major offices and 
been the council’s repre¬ 
sentative on other local 
bodies. It culminated in 
him being elected chair¬ 
man in 2007, a two year 
post, something Douglas 


is immensely proud of 
holding. 

“I feel very proud and 
privileged to have repre¬ 
sented the town as their 
chairman, and Lynda has 
been brilliant and very 
supportive during the pe¬ 
riod.” he said. 

“We received about 180 
invitations to events both 
in Beaminster and in 
Dorset and the fringe 
areas of Somerset and 
Devon, and attended over 
half of them. 

“My one criticism is 
that the chairman was not 
invited to that many 
events in Beaminster, 
which is disappointing as 
I believe it can only do 
good by cementing rela¬ 
tionships locally.” 

Douglas and Lynda had 
such a good time in their 
roles that he didn’t seek 
re-election at the end of 
his term. 

He said: “We had such 
a brilliant time; it was 
such an interesting and 
rewarding job that we 
wanted someone else to 
have the same opportu¬ 


nity.” 

It is obvious that Dou¬ 
glas and Lynda are very 
committed to each other 
and they intend to enjoy 
their retirement. 

“We both enjoy our 
home, the garden and our 
own company,” said 
Douglas. “We have a 
busy and varied circle of 
friends, and with Lynda 
enjoying cooking, we en¬ 
tertain quite a lot. We 
also hope to have time to 
research our family his¬ 
tories.” 

Doug is also a member 
of the Coldstream 
Guards Association and 
has just joined the Soci¬ 
ety of Dorset Men. 

In conclusion Douglas 
said: “Whilst I have 
stood down from being 
involved in a number of 
organisations, it does not 
mean I have shunned my 
community responsibili¬ 
ties and intend to con¬ 
tinue being involved in 
Beaminster.”

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 11th 
June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the throne, 
following the death of Charles II. He assembled an army 
in excess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor in Somer¬ 
set. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. 
Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to Dorch¬ 
ester with the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was 
that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 cases were heard in the Oakroom 
at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 292 were sentenced 
to death. Only 74 were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - was later 
made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange landed in Tor- 
bay, Jeffreys was captures and imprisoned in theTower of Lon¬ 
don. He died in 1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural

causes. 

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned while in the 
Tower and that his body had been returned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been carefully re¬ 
stored to maintain its character and original features. 

Today it is called The Oakroom and is a delightful tearoom, 
with a peaceful, tranquil atmosphere, replicating the style and 
service of a Lyons Corner House. The Oakroom of today serves 
a variety of light meals throughout the day and service is a 
high priority. The staff at the Oakroom pride themselves on 
their high levels of customer service, creating a warm, homely 
atmosphere where you can enjoy lovely lunches and of 
course, Dorset clotted cream teas.

B ILLY THE FISH originally opened its doors as a fish monger 
with a table in the shop front that could seat eight people. 
On occasion people would request that they eat their locally 
caught fish in the fishmongers so they'd get it at its absolute fresh¬ 
est. 

Billy the proprietor saw this as a great opportunity to offer his 
customers a unique dining experience in Dorchester and soon ob¬ 
tained the next-door building that had previously been operating 
as a model car shop.

D orchester is not only a 
beautiful county town 
and a great town for 
shopping destination, but also 
has an amazing and historical 
past. Napper’s Mite is a signif¬ 
icant piece of Dorchester his¬ 
tory and is now a cafe and 
restaurant. It is set in an original 
almshouses built in 1616 dur¬ 
ing the reign of James I. It is lo¬ 
cated at 19 South Street, the 
lower south end of the main 
pedestrian shopping street in 
the county market town. This 
little gem is the oldest building 
in South Street and one of the 
oldest still in use in the town. It 
has links with the novelist 
Thomas Hardy and with 
William Barnes, the famous 
Dorset dialect poet. 

At the rear of the Napper’s 
Mite building there is a small 
garden and steps, which backs 
on to Charles Street. Although 
the front of the building was re¬ 
built in 1842, the Jacobean 
style can still be recognised in 
the back elevations with its tall 
brick chimneys. There is a 
small courtyard in the centre al¬ 
lowing you to pass through 
from South Street to Charles 
Street. 

The History Of Napper‘s 
Mite 

The Napper, or Napier Mite 
Alms Houses in Dorchester’s 
South Street was established by 
Sir Robert Napier of Middle- 
marsh in 1615. Built to house 
“ten aged men” after a town fire 
in which 300 houses were de¬ 
stroyed, it was one of many 
charitable foundations estab¬ 
lished soon after the great fire 
of Dorchester in 1613. The fire 
was said to have been seen as a 
scourge sent from God to chas¬ 
tise the uncharitable popula¬ 
tion. His grandson, Gerard 


Napier, completed the building. 
Sir Robert Napier was a mem¬ 
ber of a Scottish family who be¬ 
came the Barons of Murchison 
which is now a suburb of Edin¬ 
burgh. Crichel in North Dorset 
remains the home of the de¬ 
scendants of the Napiers. Nap¬ 
per’s Mite passed through the 
Napier family to Napier George 
Sturt who would become the 
Third Baron Alington. 

What’s On The Menu At 
Napper‘s Mite 

There are four areas where 
you can eat with old world 
charm, two inside, a central 
section in a covered courtyard 
and a very pleasant garden out 
back. The small 

restaurant/wine bar is excellent 
for morning coffees right 
through to a full varied lunch 
menu. Ideal for families, you 
can choose from a range of 
light lunchtime snacks such as 
baguettes, sandwiches and 
jacket potatoes. Their hot 
chocolate with whippy cream 
and a flake is highly recom¬ 
mended. 

Latest review of Napper’s 
Mite on Google maps by Diane 
says, “We popped in here for 
lunch whilst on holiday in Oc¬ 
tober. My husband, 16 month 
old child and I. Service was ex¬ 
cellent and I had the best 
omelette that I have ever had.

Clapton and Winwood 
back together on faith 


IN RECENT years, Eric Clapton has made a habit of revisiting his past. He 
reunited with John Mayall's Bluesbreakers in 2003 and then, two years 
later, Clapton surprised us all by initiating a Cream reunion with old band- 
mates Ginger Baker and Jack Bruce. Now, after a series of gigs with Jeff 
Beck (Clapton's replacement in The Yardbirds back in 1965), he's playing 
with Stevie Winwood again. 

Clapton and Winwood first worked together in the short-lived super¬ 
group Blind Faith. Their one and only eponymous album is a classic from 
a strong period for British blues-rock records. The band were together for 
less than a year but still managed to secure their place in rock history, play¬ 
ing to a crowd of more than 100,000 at a free concert in Hyde Park in June 
1969. 

Blind Faith was Clapton's first project after Cream and Stevie Winwood 
was riding high from his tenure in the band Traffic. The band was aug¬ 
mented by Family bass player Ric Grech and Clapton's old colleague Gin¬ 
ger Baker on drums. 

However it was just Clapton and Winwood that took to the stage at 
Wembley Arena last Friday night for this Blind Faith reunion of sorts. Ric 
Grech died twenty years ago but one can only speculate why Ginger Baker 
wasn't asked to join the line-up (although Paul Simon's drummer Steve 
Gadd more than filled the Ginger shaped hole on drums). 

The two hour plus show was an amazing demonstration of two old 
friends never more relaxed or confident of their abilities. Four of the six 
tracks from Blind Faith were interspersed amongst a mixed bag of tunes 
from Clapton and Winwood's respective careers, along with an eclectic se¬ 
lection of covers from the likes of Ray Charles, Big Maceoand Freddie King. 

But it was the truly electrifying take on Jimi Hendrix's 'Voodoo Chile' 
(Winwood played keys on the 1968 original) that really blew the audience 
away. Clapton was "in the zone" for the whole quarter-of-an-hour, and if 
it's really possible to channel the dead, I'm sure he he had a direct line to 
Hendrix himself. 

Clapton and Winwood shared vocal duties throughout the night, with 
Stevie's voice sounding as fresh as it did 41 years ago. Whilst Clapton 
stayed true to the guitar, Stevie swapped and changed between his Stra- 
tocaster, Hammond organ and piano. 

Traffic classics like 'Dear Mr Fantasy' and 'Pearly Queen' sat well with the 
likes of Derek and the Dominoes' 'Layla' (which Clapton played "un¬ 
plugged"). 

But the die hard Blind Faith fans (rather than the casual concertgoers or 
Clapton aficionados) got what they came for with stunning takes on 'Can't 
Find My Way Home' and 'Presence Of The Lord' - real highlights of that 
classic 1969 album. 

I'm not sure what Clapton's next move will be. I can't see a full Yardbirds 
reunion anytime soon. Maybe a money spinning tour with Cream? Their 
2005 reunion comprised of only a handful of dates in New York and Lon¬ 
don, but any further shows would depend on whether Ginger Baker can 
handle being in the same room as Jack Bruce for more than five minutes. 

Maybe a show with Jeff Beck and Jimmy Page (all three legendary Yard¬ 
birds guitarists together)? Now that's a show I'd pay good money to see!

Poetry for 

PAUL Lawrence Dunbar (1872-1906) was the first 
black American poet to become nationally ac¬ 
claimed. He was born in Kentucky to parents 
who had both been slaves. Luckily for Paul, his 
mother, who worked as a washerwoman for the 
family of of Orville and Wilbur Wright (the famous 
flyers) loved poetry and encouraged her children 
to read it. 

Thanks to his mother's efforts he was able to at¬ 
tend the same school as the Wright brothers. He 
was the only black boy in his class but became 
editor of the school paper and president of the 
school's literary society. Brilliant scholar though 
he was, he had great difficulty finding a job be¬ 
cause of his colour. Until he became an estab¬ 
lished and nationally-known writer he earned a 
living as a lift operator. 

In 1897, at 25 years-of-age, his fame spread 
across the Atlantic when he visited England to re¬ 
cite his poetry on the London literary circuit. 
Sadly, he suffered from tuberculosis and after 
publishing 12 books of poems, 4 books of short 
stories and 5 novels, he died tragically young - at 
the age of 33. This is one of his most popular 
verses. 


Pleasure 

We Wear the Mask. 

We wear the mask that grins and lies, 

It hides our cheeks and shades our eyes, - 
This debt we pay to human guile; 

With torn and bleeding hearts we smile, 

And mouth with myriad subtleties. 

Why should the world be overwise, 

In counting all our tears and sighs? 

Nay, let them only see us, while 
We wear the mask. 

We smile, but, 0 great Christ, our cries 
To thee from tortured souls arise. 

We sing, but oh the clay is vile 
Beneath our feet, and long the mile;

A hundred years after Dunbar wrote that poem, a 
young student in Michigan commented:"There is 
not a person alive who has not struggled through 
life's occasional bitterness, hiding their real feel¬ 
ings behind a smile. This poem has helped me 
through many rough times. As strange as it may 
sound, it makes life easier knowing that there are 
others out there also in pain but still 'grinning and 
lying'to the world, along with me."

UK drivers go colour-blind at traffic lights 


MORE than half of all drivers don't know the 
traffic light sequence, research by the UK's 
largest online used car retailer, 
Autoquake.com, has revealed. 

Autoquake asked 1000 drivers to name the sig¬ 
nal after amber. Just under half (48%) correctly 
chose red.Worryingly, nearly four out often (39%) 
thought an amber light was about to change to 
green. Almost one in ten (7%) expected a green 
and amber signal next, while 6% thought red and 
amber would appear. 

"We're surprised that so few drivers remember 
the traffic light sequence correctly" said Auto- 
quake.com's CEO, Dermot Halpin. "It's amazing 
that so many drivers think an amber signal is 
about to change to green when in fact it will 
change to red! Drivers should remember that an

amber light means stop unless it is unsafe to do 
so. As pedestrians we're worried that so many 
drivers expect to see a green and amber signal 
since this doesn't exist!" 

Autoquake.com's research revealed some big 
differences between the regions. The East Mid¬ 
lands led the way, with 64% of drivers correctly 
choosing red as the next light in the sequence. 
61% of drivers in East Anglia answered correctly, 
as did 58% in Northern Ireland. 

Welsh drivers were most disappointing, with 
only 40% expecting red to follow amber. Just 45% 
of Scottish drivers answered correctly. 

"In central London, there are 2.4 personal injury 
accidents per year* at traffic signals," said Halpin. 
"With so few drivers knowing the correct traffic 
light sequence, perhaps this is one of the reasons 
why." 

The first traffic lights were installed outside the 
Houses of Parliament on 10 December 1868. Sem¬ 
aphore-style arms were used in the day and gas 
lights at night. However, less than a month after 
being installed a gas lantern exploded. The more 
modern electric traffic light is an American inven¬ 
tion and was first installed in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
in 1912.

Branksome 135 all out 

lost to Dorchester 2nd by 137-4 by 6 wickets 

DORCHESTER 2nd's third win of the season was fairly 
straightforward with skipper Ian Sibley guiding his side to a 
relatively easy 6 wicket victory.

A MAGNIFICENT century from opener Ed Nicholls was the 
highlight of Martinstown's victory at Portland Red Triangle.
